The PRF is a catalog of the 25,000 books, maps, posters, reports, microfiche, 
and subscription services sold by the Superintendent of Documents. Users of the DIALOG system can 
perform on-line searches of GPO’s sales inventory to determine if the publication is for sale, if the item is in 
stock, and the current price and stock number. DIALOG users also have access to the bibliographic data 
which the PRF provides. 

Best of all, DIALOG users can order available documents directly from GPO via the DIALORDER feature 
of the DIALOG system. This service eliminates most research required to fill customers’ orders so order 
processing time is greatly reduced. 








Preface 


In response to requests by the library community and the Depository Library Council 
to the Public Printer, the Assistant Public Printer (Superintendent of Documents) in the 
summer of 1974 directed the Library Division to join the Ohio College Library Center’s 
on-line cataloging network, convert to the MARC format, and catalog according to 
Anglo-American cataloging rules (AACR). 

The Monthly Catalog utilizes AACR 2 and Library of Congress main entries. Subjects 
are derived from Library of Congress Subject Headings 9th edition and its supplements. The 
catalog consists of text and five indexes—author, title, subject, series/report number, and 
stock number. 

The Government Printing Office considers the Monthly Catalog to be an evolving 
publication. Its scope and timeliness will continue to be of prime importance.

The alphabetical list in the preliminary pages locates the catalog sequence of documents issued by a 
specific agency. This list is compiled each month and includes only Government authors of documents 
received and cataloged during that time span. 


INDEXES 


Entries in the Monthly Catalog are indexed for access by author, title, subject, and series/report: 


Author index: An alphabetical list of personal authors, editors, co-authors, corporate authors, and 
conferences. 


Title index: An alphabetical list of titles, series titles, and sub- or alternate titles. 

Subject index: An alphabetical list of subjects derived from Library of Congress Subject Headings. 
Series/report index: An alphabetical list of report numbers and series statements. 

Stock number index: A numerical list of Superintendent of Documents stock numbers. 

Title key word index: An alphabetical list of important words selected from information in the title fields. 


A margin index on the back cover locates the six listings. Cumulative indexes are published semi- 


annually and annually. Titles in all indexes are followed by the text entry number where more detailed 
information is available. 
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General Information 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent of Documents are indicated by 
a “for sale” statement in the text entries. Subscription service has been implemented for the following groups 
of Congressional publications: House and Senate Documents; House and Senate Hearings; House and Senate 
Reports on Public Bills; House and Senate Reports on Private Bills; Public Bills; Private Bills; Public Laws; 
and Private Laws. In most cases, single copies of publications in these groups of Congressional publications 
are not sold. Sales copies of a few of the more important ones are printed, and you will find the sales prices 
listed in the individual entries. The current subscription prices may be obtained from the Superintendent of 
Documents. Those Congressional publications which are not for sale may be obtained from the responsible 
Committee or from the House or Senate Documents Room. Entries for publications sold by National 
Technical Information Services include a statement to that effect. Unless otherwise indicated, publications are 
distributed by the issuing office which appears immediately before the publication date in each entry. 
Additional information necessary for procuring documents appears above or within text entries. Requests to 
issuing offices should contain titles and dates of publications.
